Enemies’ Last Chance 


JEW-PERSECUTORS’ FATE 
SEALED 


Mr. Eden made an important statement im the | 


House yesterday in reply to a question by Mr. 
Silverman, in view of the recent enemy occupa- 
tion of: Hungary and the immediate peril 
threatening the Jews and other victims of Nazi 
persecution. 

Mr. Eden said that the Hon. Member would 
have taken note of the statement made by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt [see column 3], and the fact that 
H.M. Government at once wholcheartedly 


' associated themselves with the United States in 


this matter. Further action was now under dis- 
cussion between the United States Government 
and H.M. Government. He took this oppor- 
tunity of making on behalf of H.M. Government 
the following declaration : 

“ Fvidence continues to reach H.M.. Gevernment 
end Allied Governments that the Nazi policy of 
extermination has sot been halted. The persece- 
tien of the Jews in particular has been pursued with 
@uexampled horror and intensity. The British 
Government in common with the Allies, now that 
the hour of Cermany's defeat draws ever nearer and 
more certain, could only repeat their detestation of 
Cermany's crimes and their determination that ali 
those guilty of them should be brought to justice.” 

But apart from direct guilt there was still an 
indirect participation in crime. Satellite Govern- 
menis who expelled citizens to destinations made 
by Berlin must know that such actions were tanta- 
mount to assisting im this inhuman persecution. 
These would not be forgotten when the incviiable 
defeat of the arch enemy of Europe came about 

After referring to the indirect participation in 
crime by saicilte Governments, Mr. added 
that happily there were individuals and even official 
authorities among the satellites who had resisted 
the evil cxample and were pursuing toleration and 
mercy. Those things were known to the Allies, and 
in the hope of encouraging such good deeds and 
increasing thew number, H.M. Government were 
concerned to make u clear that those who had 
followed the right path would also not be forgotten 
on the day of final reckoning. 

If the time of respite was short, there was still 
an opportunity for the merciful to multiply their 
deeds of humanity and for the guilty to try to make 
amends for their deeds of shame -by releasing their 
victims and making as far as possible restitution 
to them. H.M Government were confident that 
they were cxpressing the feelings of the Allied 
Governments in calling upon countries allied of 


subject to Germany to join in preventing further, 


persecution and to co-operate in protecting and 
saving the innocent. H.M. Government for ‘their 
part were firmly resolved to continug in co-operation 
with all Governments and private authorities con- 
cerned to rescue and maintain so far as lay in their 
power all those menaced by Nazi terror. 


TERROR ACTS IN PALESTINE 


Following a number of bomb explosions which 
destroyed or damaged Government buildings in 
Palestine, and attacks by unknown persons which 
have resulted in the death of several British members 
of the Palestine Police and the wounding of others, 
a curfew from 5 p.m. to 5 a.m. has been imposed in 
Tel-Aviv and in the Jewish districts of Jerusalem 

Haifa, and the death penalty, which was abolished 

1940, has been reintroduced for certain offences, 
which will be tried by military courts, including the 
carrying of arms or bombs. - 

it was reported on Thursday night last week that 
a number of men wearing police uniforms attacked 
the police headquarters in the Russian ag oe 
of Jerusalem. Mr. John Scott, Assistant Super- 
intendent of Police, was killed when he attempted to 
resist the men, who gained access to the building 
at 10.30 p.m., climbing up a ladder. Bombs which 
om placed expioded at 11.30 and 11.45 p.m., the 
byilding being wreckéd and the centre of the city 
being shaken. 

in Haifa a bomb exploding at 11.30 p.m. wrecked 
the C.1.D. building and caused thfee police deaths. 

In Jaffa four sacks of gelignite were reported to 
have been found stacked up against the wall of the 
police headquarters, which were immediately 


Attacks against British policemen took place earlier 
in Tel-Aviv, which resulted in the fatal shooting of 
two police officers. Another was seriously wounded 
and a Jewish p: -by was injured. All the attacks

Criticism of British 
Administration 


A. fervent appeal to the leaders of the United 


Nations, the guerrilla forces in occupied territories, | 


and the Jews in all free countries, to spare no effort 
to save the remnants of the Jewish population in 
Europe was voiced by Mr. David Remez, a leader 
of the Jewish Labour Movement in Palestine, in his 
Opening speech at the Sist meeting of the Council of 
the Histadrut held in Tel-Aviv last week. Mr. Remez 
called upon the Yishuv to redouble its enlistment 
in the-fighting forces. “Our only real consolation, 
our only ray of hope, we see in those scores of 
theusands of our men and women who have jomed 
the Forces.”” he said. 

Mr. Moshe Neustadt, who bas recently returned 
from one of the rescue centres, reported. on the 
situation of Jewry in Nazi-held Europe. He pointed 
out that there were still possibilities of rescue and 
appealed to the Jews in the free countries, especially 
in the United States and Great Britaim, to their 
utmost to save what could still be saved. 


“ Anarchic™ Building Policy 


Mr. Hershel Frumkin reported on “Economic 
Development and Post-war Reconstruction,” and 
urged the Palestine Government to change its present 
economic and building policy, which he described 
as “perfectly anarchic.” “We do not ask for luxuries 
when we demand building materials at prices com- 
with those in’ England or New Zealand,” 

e declared. “The housing shortage here is ex- 
tremely acute and calls for urgent measures.” Mr. 
Frumkin announced the decision taken by the Jewish 
organisations concerned to cstablish a bank for 
second mortgages with an initial capital of £100,000, 
which is soon to be doubled. 

Reviewing the situation im the citrus imdusiry, 
he demanded that assistance should be given also 
by the Jewish Agency. With regard to Jewish industry 
he outlined a scheme to secure its future normal 
development and to enabdic it to withstand the com- 
petition of foreign industries and keep up its exports.

MR. ROOSEVELT’S 
STATEMENT 


Full Punishment For 
Nazis 


President Roosevelt, at his press conference last 
Friday, issued a dramatic warning and an appeal 
to the Germans. He warned them that stern retrite- 
tion awaited all who participated in attacks on Jews 
and refugees, and appealed to them to help the 
victims Of Nazi savagery, He also appealed to the 
free peoples of Europe and Asia temporarily to 
open their doors to refugees from German and 
Japanese tyranny 

The President declared that he had consulted Mr 
Churchill and Marshal Stalin before issuing the 
statement which was as follows: 

“ The United Nations are fighting to make « 
world in. which tyranny and aggression cannot 
cxsst: a world based upon treedom, equality, and 
justice; a world in which all persons rcgardiess of 


race, colour, or creed may live in peace, honour,’ 


and dignity 

“ One of the blackest crimes in all history, begun 
by the Nazis in the days of peace and multiplied 
by them a hundred termes im time of war, the whole- 
sale and systemais murder of the Jews of Europe, 
gocs on unabated every hour, 

“ Hundreds of thousands of Jews who, living 
under persecution, had at last found a haven from 
death im Hungary and the Balkans are now 
threatened with annihilation as Hitler's forces 
descend more heavily upon these lands 

“ That these innocent people, who have already 


survived a decade of Hitler's fury, should perish on . 


the very eve of a irinunmiph over the barbarism which 
their persecution symbolises Would be a major 
tragedy : 

“ It os therefore fitting that we should again pro- 
clam our determmation .that none who participate 
m ihese acts of savagery shall go unpunished. The 
United Nations have made it clear that they will 
pursue the guilty and deliver them up so that justice 
may be done 

* That warning applies not only to the leaders, 
but also their functionaries and subordmaics in 
Germany and in the satellite countries. 


All Who Join In Equally Guilty 


“ All who knowingly take part in the deportation 
of Jews to their death in Poland, or Norwegians 
and French to their death in Germany, are ge! 
guilty with the executioner. All who share | 
guilt shall share the punishment 

“Hitler committing these crimes against 
humanity in the name of the German people. I ask 
every German and every mana everywhere under 
Nazi domination to show the world by his action that 
in his heart he does not share these insane, criminal! 
desires.

When the President was asked whether his state- 
ment meant that the United States wotld open ts 
gates to refugees from Nazi and Japanese persecu- 
ion, he replied that the United Stotes was taking 
care of al! refugees in North Africa, but was not yet 
opening its frontiers because (here were not enough 
to come. 

In official quarters in London it was stated last 
Friday night that His Majesty's Government 
dssociate themselves whoicheartedly with President 
Roosevelt's declarahen. Government, was 
pointed out, are taking every opportunaity_of empha- 
sising their full agreement with the President's 
declaration and thew determination to co-operate 
in all measures consistent with the, most gfiicient 
presecution of the war designed to give assistance 
ang refuge to all who can find means of cecaping 
Nazi and Nazi-inspired tyranny.

and whether, in view ‘oI the increasingly grave 
situation of those refugees, still farther co-operation 
could be expedited. 

Mr. Eden: “ I should like to take this opportunity 
to acknowledge the co-operative atittude of the 
Turkish Government over refugees who succeed 
im reaching Turkish territory from enemy countries. 
The scope of the work of rescuc is. unfortunately, 
very limited on, account of the small number of 
persons securing exit permits. His Majesty's 
Ambassador at Ankara is, however, in constant and 
active consultation with the Turkish Government 
and responsible refugee organisations, and | am 
confident that in the circumstances alluded to by the 
hon. lady, such measures of further co-operation as 
the Turkish authorities can take wil! be forthcoming 
as required.” 

Miss Rathbone, while thanking Mr. Eden for this 
reply, suggested that public opinion in the past had 
a good deal of reason to feel anxious and dissatisfied 
about the attitude of the Turkish Government, which 
ane ‘sees less than one could expect from an old 

Lord Winterton asked # Mr. Eden was aware 
that, in addition to the representation made to the 
Government, a representative of the Inter-Govern- 
mental Committee was at present m Ankara, dis- 
cussimg with the Turkish Government. 

Mr. Eden said he was aware of it and he thought 
it was largely due to this that the situation had 
improved.

The Wedgwood Services Club (organised under 
the auspices of the East London Jewish Centre for 
Forces of United Nations) in Leman Street, 
Aldgate, E.. was consecrated on Sunday last in the 
presence of a representative gatnering. The conse- 
cration service was conducted by Rabbi Israc! 
Brodic, tee new Senior Jewish Chaplain to 
Forces, assisted by Capt. Judah Nadich, U.S. Forces, 
the Rev. A. 8. Super, C.F., the Rev. Leslie |. Edgar. 
C.F.. and the Rev. Joseph Herman, East London 
Welfare Ministéf, Captain Gershon Levi, Chap- 
lain to the Canadian Forces, also attended. 

After the reading of Psalm 36 and the Prayer for 
the Royal Family, Rabbi Brodie said that he would 
like to express hus sense of privilege at having been 
invited to take part in that consecration ceremony 
together with his colleagues of the British and Allied 
Forces. It. was some years since he had been in 
that neighbourhood, He saw many changes which 
gave him a pang—a pang of anguish and sorrow. 

It certainly had not, m recent years, possessed 
the amenities such as one found in other parts of 
London, but he remembered. many years ago he 
used to work: and labour in that neimhbourhood, 
and he learned to appreciate the love of one’s 
fellow-men as he had not learnt elsewhere, except 
perhaps, in war-time and under Service conditions. 

He thought that there in that neighbourhood, in 
which there had always” beco expressed goodwill 
and friendliness, it was appropriate, in spite of the 
present daily and nightly conditions, that there 
should be a home to reccive men and women who 
had left their homes, and who had to be prepared 
io #0 anywhere and to face any danger in this 
struggle tor treedom and justice. To him a Jewrsh 
hospitality committee for providing amenities for 
Jewish soldiers was a very natural sort of thing, it 
flowed naturally from that sense of fellowsinp and 
friendliness which derived from their common faith. 


Hospitality To The Stranger 


They in this country, as m all countries of the 
world of the Diaspora, had continued with the spirit 
of kindliness and peace which had come from 
Jerusalem, They had tried through S*TTN POSS". 
hospitality to the stranger, to make the world one, 
to make people kin,’so that, im the words of the 
Proverbs a distant friend may sometimes be as close 
as. if not closer than. a brother. The Committee 
had done a-fine thing, To him tt was a matter ot 
pride on his return to this country to come into 
touch with these committees which had done such 
marvellous work both m thers country and now 
abroad 

But the club was not merely for Jews, i was‘a 
home for all Servicemen, there was a time im the 
life of a Serviceman when he was compelticd to tor- 


‘get the differences which existed between him and 


his neighbour, particularly when facing a common 
danger. When one had to face death ali differences 
of creed and race and class were forgotien, and 
each man helped lis neighbour. He would hike to 
see the spirit of comradeship and brotherly love, 
said Rabbi Brodic, develop not only on the field 
of battle. but also in more comfortable surround- 
ings, when they had as a rule the luxury and time 
to indulge in their ordinary differences . and 
squabbles. And he thought of places like Jewish 
Servicemen's homes as places where the seeds of 
understanding could be sown which mught bear 
uhimately some frutt, positive and healthy fran, for 


common understanding between one man and 
another. 

Rabbi Brodic then offered up a consecration 
prayer

COMFORTS FOR MERCHANT 
NAVY 


Tribute Paid To Jews’ Charity 


To celebrate the raising of the first amount to be 
collected for the Merchant Navy Comforts Service 
by the Glebe Aid ‘Society (a Jewish charitable 
organisation), 4 dinner was held in London at which 
Mr. ‘Kirkland Bridge, National Appeals Director 
of the Service, acknowledged the splendid sum of 
£2,384 raised by the Socicty, at the remarkably low 
cost of one per cent. 

Mr. Kirkland Bridge explained the functions of 
the Service. how they were responsible for sending 
more than 3,000,000 comforts to sea, and the fresh 
burdens on their financial resources during 1944, 
in which year he declared one million pounds was 
needed for the vast work of providing comforts for 
British and Allied Merchant seamen. 

Referring to the charitable work of the Jewish 
people, Mr. Bridge said, “1 am astounded at the 
really great work done for charity by Jews, and I 
feel that I must get off my chest what I have felt 
for some time past—that is, that I think Jews 
are too modest. You Jews never seem to let any- 
body know the good you really do—you, in fact, 
fail to publicise your good points. My friend Mr. 
David Abrahams. almost my right-hand man at 
National Appeal Headquarters, works, voluntarily. 
day and night, but when it comes to bringing him 
into the limelight he hides im a corner. So it is 
with all of you.” , 

The speaker informed his audience that the 
Merchant Navy Comforts Service had undertaken 
three new ventures: building extensions at the Red 
Ensign Club, and at the Royal Merchant Navy 
School (which cares for orphans of merchant sea- 
men), and a scheme for building houses for war- 
disabled men of the Merchant Navy after the cessa- 
tion of hostilities. 

Mr, H: H. Fester, President, and Mr. A. J. 
Bioom, Vice-President, of the Glebe Aid Society, 
also spoke.

SEFARDI CO-ORDINATION 
The Stressing of Unity 


The scheme for co-ordinating all the activities of 
the Spanish and Portugucse Congregation into 
groups was dealt with by Mr. Ralph Pinto, the 
Parnas Presidente, when he moved the adoption of 
the repert and accounts at the annual mecting of 
the Yehidim of the congregation which was held 
on Thursday of last week at the Vestry Offices in 
Bevis Marks, E.C.3. Dr. L. Barnett presided. 

Mr. Pinto said that the biggest problem which 
was being handled at present was the all-inclusive 
matter referred to im the report as a “ Policy of 
Co-ordination.” The main principle in mind in 
that connection was the modernising of the organisa- 
tion of the whole of their charities and trusts and 
other activities. The small committee handling this 
scheme consisted ‘of four of the members of the 
present Mahamad and Mr. Charles Sebag-Monte- 
hore. After a years preliminary work and dis- 
cussion, they had now reached a stage when con- 
sultation with the Charity Commissioners and 
counse! was necessary. As soon as things were 
sufficiently advanced. the Board of Elders. which 
had already approved the scheme in principic, would 
be asked to approve a definite plan 

Reorganisation, would take place, explained Mr. 
Pinto, with regard to their societies, so that there 
would be an Education group, a Relief department, 
a Finance department, and a General department 
dealing with sundry charities. The co-ordination 
of all the congregation's activities into groups would 
enable them to organise the financial and adminis- 
trative side on a modern business-like basis. 


Encouraging ‘Co-operation Of Members 


Ihey thought it was desirable that the members 
of the congregation should know what was going 
on m all these spheres of activity and, moreover, 
wished to encourage the co-operation of the 
members in such branch of activity as they were 
able to do useful and constructive work, That was 
the only way in which they could implement pro- 
perly the intentions of those who provided for the 
deeds of trust and wills; many of 
them two or three hundred years ago 

There was, continued the speaker, a desire in 
many people s minds that the various Setardi com- 
mumiitics in England should collaboraic, and as the 
result of conterences of the Mahamad and the ‘wo 
Manchester Sefards communities mentioned im the 
report, the Board of Elders had arranged to elect 
Manchester representatives to their body at their 
next mecting. This was a very useful start 

The report and accounts were adopted.

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MIZRACHISTS CONFER 
Dr. Weizmann Has No News 


Dr. Chaim Weizmann, Rabbi J. L. Pishman, and 
the Chief Rabbi were the principal speakers at the 
political session of the Mizrachi Federation Con- 
ference, held at the Royal Hotel last Sunday. They 
spoke of the need for furthering and intensifying 
Zionist work at this time and of the part the Miz- 
racht could play in it generally and in this country 
particularly, and they deprecated strongly the recent 
outrages in Palestine. 

Mr. A. Bornstein presided and summed up the 
attitude of the Mizrachi to current political questions 
in a few words: they demanded the abolition of the 
White Paper, that sorry relic of-the discredited and 
they hoped defunct appeasement policy; they 
demanded that the doors of Palestine be opened to 
mass immigration without restrictions; and they 
rejected Partition and demanded the cstablishment 
of Eretz Yisrael as a Jewish State, 

Dr. Weizmarin said be had no news to give them. 
He did not believe that final decisions were being 
made now, or that indeed any decisions would be 
reached im the near future, It was a transitional 
period, Organised Zionists were doing their best 
to further and strengthen their work, but their 
enemies were not inactive. They were undermiming 
the Zionist position and using new arguments. They 
had to begin again to teach the world what they had 
thought had been learnt in 1916 and 1917 hey, 
the Mizrachi, belicved in miracies. He as a chemist 
found it harder to believe in miracles. But he 
believed a miracle could happen if they worked hard 
enough for it 


Condemning Terrorism itn Palestine 


Speaking of the press reports of the killing of 
police in Palestine. he said that the Jewish people, 
to whichever party or section they belonged, were 
united in strongly condemning such methods, which 
were. un-Jewish and which strengthened the hands 
of their opponents. They would have to pay very 
dearly for them although they were not responsible 
for them and abhorred them, The whole Yishuv.

Co-operation With Zionists Welcomed 


The Chief Rabbi said he welcomed the co-opera- 
tion between the Mizrachi anc the Zionists, which 
he considered the wisest possible policy. He spoke 
of the achievements in Palestine and said that in spite 
of constant and unscrupulous official sabotage 
they had performed a miracle in that land. They 
must now, in spite of the doubtful outlook, con- 
tinue to collect money and proceed with their work. 

——/ the morning session, presided over by 
Mr. S. BE. Sklan, organisational matters were dis- 
cussed, The foundations 
among the religiously conscious Jews in_ the com- 
munity had been laid, it was declared. Their work 
in the future, it was streSsed,. had to be to consoli- 
date their position and increase their membership. 
Religious Jews had to come into their ranks and 
take an active part in their work. 

Mr. W. N. Willams, who opened the discussion, 
said he envisaged a membership of 30,000. 

Rabbi Dr. I. Weinstock, the Hon. Secretary, 
presented the report, which showed considerable 
expansion and development, especially in the youth 
sections, during the year. New groups had been 
formed im all Jewish centres: a London’ Council

. and a Synagogue Council had beer? set up: a Miz- 


rachi Shabbat had been held: houses had been taken 
over as Mizrachi centres in Leeds. Maida Vale, and 
Hackney. The Youth Movements, Torah Va’- 
Avodah, Bachad, and Bnei Akiva, were growing 


. Jewish life. 


apace. Particularly they welcomed the mcreasing 
influence of the B’nei Akiva and the recent purchase 
of the Bachad Farm. 

While the Mizrachi took no specific stand in the 
recent communal controversies, continued § the 
report, they were of the opinion that there should 
be only one body speaking with authority as the 
mouthpiece of Anglo-Jewry, and by virtue of tradi- 
tion and democratic principle, that body could only 
be the Board of Deputies. They welcomed. the 
creation of the United Palestine Appeal, although 
they were dissatisfied with the proportion allotted 
them. 

Mr. A. Margulies presented the balance-sheet and 
Mr. Aaron bola gy gave an address on the United 


Palestine Appeal. 
On rote ang the Conference met in the Rose Hertz 


. Hall, and concerned itself with the problems of 


Angio-Jewry, post-war reconstruction, and youth 
all of which converged on education and the need 
for its reconstruction on the basis of Mizrachi ideals. 

Rabbi I. J. Unterman presided in the morning 
and urged the Mizrachi to take an active share in 
solving the problems which confronted Anglo-Jewry, 
which he said were caused by ignorance of Judajsm 
and a tendency towards assimilation. 


Religious Life Lacking 


Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann analysed the religious and 
cultural position of Anglo-Jewry at the present 
moment, Fund-raising and dduans work, he 
declared, were not sufficient. Organisational activi- 
ties could not serve as a substitute for an organic 
He deplored the fact that the religious 
and cultural life of Anglo-Jewry was lacking m 
purpose and direction, and he claimed that the 


‘ Weology of the Mizrachi was best suited to appeal 


to the mentality of Anglo-Jewry, whici: had a sound 
belief im religious tradition, Eretz Yisrael, and the 
need for Jewish unity, principles which were hap- 
pily combined in the Mizrachi ideology. 

Rabbi Dr. I, Gottlieb opened the discussion on 
post-war reconstruction, and the Rev. Jacob Vain- 
stein, of Glasgow, that on education and youth, 
advocating Mizrachi day schools and youth move- 
ments as the best means to use, 

The conference passed a resolution “* deeply deploring the 
recent outrages in Palestine resulting in the death of police 
officers and the destruction of property. As a religious

“BLACK DAY FOR BRITAIN” 
U.S. Senator on the White Paper 


“Next Friday (March 31) will become one of the 
black days in the history of England unitess in the 
remaining few days of this week the British Govern- 
ment rescinds its iniquitous White Paper which 
halts Jewish immigration into Palestine.” Thus 
declared Senator Edwin Carl Johnson (Democrat, 
Colorado), speaking in the U.S. Senate on Tuesday. 
He continued : “Hitler has killed more Jews in a day 
and every day than Britain has permitted to find 
refuge in Palestine in a year.” 

Senator Bennett Clark (Democrat Missouri) said 
he thought the White Paper was the most tragic 
experience suffered by the Jews since Hitler threw 
the world into an uproar. with the Jews as his first 
victims. 

At his Press conterence on Tuesday, Presidem 
Roosevelt shid that the military situation was a 
temporary but serious bar to the discussion of the 
entrance of refugees imto Palestine. Asked to 
reconcile his statement to Rabbi Wise and Rabbi 
Silver that the U.S. Government had not recognised 
the White Paper with the reports of Mr. Stimson’s 
and General Marshall's “military” opposition to 
the Congress Palestine resolution, t President 
stressed the importance of separating military from 
civilian subjects. 


PHILOSOPHY AT THE HEBREW 
UNIVERSITY 


Sir Leon Simon gave an address at a meeting of 
the Institute for Jewish Learning, at the Anglo- 
Palestinian Club, on Sunday evening. The address 
dealt with philosophy in general ‘and philosophy at 
the Hebrew University in particular. 

At the Hebrew University, he said, the study of 
philosophy began in 1928 when two Professors were 
appointed, one from England, Professor Leon Roth, 
and one from the Continent, Professor Bergmann. 


It was a rather interesting combination, because 


Germany had developed one line of thought in 
philosophy and England another. 

The Department of Philosophy started, like the 
whole University. from scratch There -was. broadly 
speaking, practically no philosophical literature in 
oieaed and no philosophical tradition. Everything 
had to be built up from the start, and one most 
essential thing was the provision for the students 
of a library of the philosophical classics in Hebrew. 
In addition, several standard works on philosophy 
were translated—-for instance, Bertrand "Russell's 
“ Problems of Philosophy,” and Muurhead’s “ Ele- 
ments of Ethics,” so that now, some 16 years alicr 
the department wads first started, they had a 
respectable volume of philosophy translated into 
Hebrew which could give the student the ground- 
work that he needed. That, he thought, was a most 
important and fundameéntal fact. 

Dealing with the actual instruction in philosophy, 
Sir Leon said that, broadly speaking, the method 
of teaching philosophy was the same at the Univer- 
sity as it was in the European Universities. Philo- 
sophy was one of the major subjects for degrees in 
the Schoo! for Humanities. One could not expect 
at this early stage to be able to point to the depart- 
ment of philosophy as having achieved anything 


as noteworthy in its own field. It was, 


thought, sufficient that it bad got a fairly large 

body of students who were interested in its work. 

There was, added the speaker, a Faculty of Jewish 
Philosophy and Mysticism, in which Professor 
Gutmann lectured mainly on Jewish philsophy, and 
Dr. Shalom mainly on Jewish Mysticism and the 
history of the Jewish religion. But the present 
position could only be regarded as transitional, and 
they must look forward to the time when philosophy 
would be studied as a single whole. 

The mecting was presided over by Dr. A. 
Sicinberg. 


SWISS ZIONIST CONFERENCE 


The 43rd Swiss Zionist Conference was held in 
Basle recently. Mr. Richard Lichiheim, in his speech, 
reviewed the political and general Zionist position. 
The Conference unanimously adopted a resolution 
endorsing the Zionist policy of a Jewish Common- 
wealth on the lines of the “Biltmore Programme,” 
and expressed full confidence in the President, Dr.

EIGHTEEN MONTHS’ 
NEGLECT 


A Jewish Offer That Was Turned 
Down 


_ Mr. Mark Jaffee, General Manager of the Paies- 
tine Corporation, spoke last week at a meeting beld 
at Woburn House on “The Economic Development 
of Patestine since the Mandate, and Prospects for 
the Future,” and revealed something of the un- 
fortunate negicct with which early Jewish offers for 
the war effort in Palestine were received by the 
authoritics. | 

Immediately on the outbreak of war, said Mr. 
Jaffee, their Chairman put before the military 
authorities proposals to. use the industrial capacity 
—actual and potential—in supplying the needs of 
the Forces in the Middle East and thus save both 
labour power in England and valuable shipping 
space. the stafl in Palestine made as thorough a 
survey 4s possible in the time of this industrial 
capacity and submitted u in November, 1939 
together with proposals for the establishment of 
new and the expansion of existing factories for the 
production of ordnance stores involving a capita! 
expenditure of some £3,000,000. 

At that time Italy was not in the war, the 
Mediterranean was still open, and plant, machinery, 
and materials could still be got from America. 
They also made proposals to the Palestine Govern- 
ment for the setting up of a Supply Control Organisa- 
tion and the laying in of stocks 


Political Reasons 7 


Unfortunately, for reasons which he could 
only conjecture to be political, their proposals 
were not proceeded with, and it was a year and a 
half before Palestine was actually used as a source 
of supply of military stores and until Government 
control began to take effective shape. . 

Mr. Jaffee recalled the derelict and primitive con- 
dition in which the Turks had left the country, and 
gave a comprehensive and statistical picture of the 
remarkable progress and development that had taken 
place as a result of Jewish effort, enterprise, and skill. 

After describing the tremendous impetus brought 
about in -agriculture and industry in Palestine by 
Jewish efforts, Mr. Jaffee said that the last 25 years 
had shown that, in spite of the rapid increase In 
population by birth and immigration, the standard 
of living of the indigenous population had reached 
a level not seen elsewhere in the Middle East. 

From his cight years’ experience in Palestine, he 
had a message to bring to English Jews who were 
interested in that country. He had found that one 
of the chief obstacles the casy development ol 
the country had been a lack of contact between Jews, 
Arabs, and the Government. The Jews who had 
come to Palestine had been Jews largely from Eastern 
Europe, some from Germany, very few from Eng- 
land. On the whole one could say that the Jews of 
Palestine had not the same temper of mind or the 
same habits of thought as the English people. The 
Jews of Palestine were naturally very eager. They 
had shown extreme devotion and great capabilities. 
The English temper was rather.calmer and took 
things gradually. He thought that a better situation 
could have been reached if there had been some 
form of bridge between the eastefn-way-ol-thinkin 
Jews and the caimer-way-of-thinking British official. 

That kind of bridge could be formed by a body 
of English Jews, and if he might proffer advice to 
Zionists in England, he would say that they would 
do better by talking less in England and working 
more in Palestine. 


Unifying Infleence Of Economic Work 


Sir Robert Waley Cohen, K.B.E., the Chairman 
of the Economic Board for Palestine, who presided, 
said that economic work wunited—political talk 
divided. And so it was one of the great attractions 
of economic work that all could join in it and benefit 
from it. That was the work to which that Economic 
Board was consecrated, and thanks to the great 
achievements in this field during the last 20 yegrs 
and to the fine qualities of courage, industry, mitia- 
tive, and intelligence of those who had made Pales 
tine their home, and of those who would follow 
them in the years to come, it was work in which 
they could all feel great pride and great confidence. 

it was one of the encouraging features of the 
Palestine problems that, unlike those of some other 
countries whose populations were divided by deep 
racial antagonisms, there was in Palestine—contrary 
to a rather widespread illusion—no fundamental! 
cleavage between the two elements of the popula- 
tion. Their interests were in the longrun identical 
and they had much in common both in their ulti- 
mate origins and in their final destinies. Artificial 
political cleavages had sometimes masked these 
common interests, but in the economic ficid there 
was room for unlimited and mutually most beneficial, 
co-operation, and just as Lord Melchett, their 
founder, believed that by this co- tion in the 
economic field political issues w be simplified 
and ultimately solved, so they went forward now in 
the faith that in their efforts to further economic 
co-operation between all those who had the future 
of Palestine at heart they might play a valuable part 
in smoothing and furthering the path of progress.

APPEAL FOR JEWISH 
UNITY 


Mr. Clement Davies at N.Z.O. 
Meeting 


A stron appeal for a united Jewish front was 
made by Clement Davies, K.C.. M.P., 
he aadveneed a mecting of the N.Z.0. in Great 
Britain at the Cricklewood Synagogue Hall on 
Sunday. The two other speakers were Mr. H. H. 
Roskin fof Cardiff) and Mr. Leo Shaerf (Vice- 
Chairman of the N.Z.O. in Great Britain). Mr. 
R. N. Wallis presided. 

Mr. Davies said be was not a member of the 
N.Z.0. nor a member of any Jewish organisation. 
He came to them as an outsider, omar with 
sympathy and agony at the sufferings through 
which their people had passed. and were passing 
to-day. 

Why, he asked, was there a Jewish problem? 
They were not the only nation that had been con- 
quered; they were not the only nation which some 
other nation had made an effort to wipe out. What 
distinguished and separated them from all other 
peoples was their Jewish fanh. That was the cement 
which had kept them together in spite of cvery 
vicissitude, and of every crime and murder that 
had been perpetrated against them. 

They lacked the State, the Government, and the 
persons in responsibility placed there by them to 
act on their behalf, and until they got these their 


problem would just #0 On gencration§ after 
gencration. 

Mr. Davies appealed to the Jews to come 
together, saying that he deeply regretied it when 


he heard of their differences and quarrels. Those 
who did not want to do anything to solve this 
problem, he said, would take advantage of those 
quarrels. 


No Right To Compromise 


mercly a temporary onc, that would satisfy them 
for the moment, they should stick to their taith. 
Let them ask for what was promised them. “ Lose 
your faith,” he said, “ and you have no more right 
to Palestine than J have. And if you do believe, 
you have no right to compromise with your. belief. 

When they came to the peace table he wanted 
them to be represented on behalf of a united Jewish 
people, putting forward their truce demands in 
accordance with their faith. They could not ask 
for less. They must not compromise 

Mr. Roskin urged that it was essential to speak 
at the Peace Conference, and that they should do 
so with one voice for the whole of Isracl. To 
achieve this unity they advocated the formation of 
a National Committee, and they were prepared to 
appoim: a delegation to meet a delegation of the 
other side with the object of bringing about such 
a Committee. Unfortunately, their suggestion was 
not finding favour with the other party. 

Mr. Shaerf said they stood for the teachings of 
Herz! and Nordau and for a revival of the Nordau 
Plan, because, in the hight of the events of the last 
28 years, Herz! and Nordau had proved to be right 
and Dr. Weizmann wrong. 

In order, he said, to kill the bogy of the Revision- 
ists being anti-British, he declared officially, em- 
phatically, and categorically that Revisionists were 
fust of all wedded to Dominion policy. They 
further held that the fate of Jewry was linked up 
with the fate of Britain and the British Empire. 
They held that the key to the solution of the Jewish 
problem lay in Britain and in the British Empire.

TWILIGHT IN HUNGARY 
Jews Fear the Worst 


A ‘eiotiead and violent Nazi propaganda on- 
slanght on the radio and in the press of the Axis 
countries against the Jews of Hungary makes tt only 
too obvious that, no matter what their military 
preoccupations may be in Hungary, the Germans 
do not intend to miss the opportunity of carrying 
out a campaign of ruthiess cxtermination of its Jews. 

An official Nazi statement on the reasons for 
occupying Mungary deciares: “It is necessary to 
solve the Jewish problem with the uimost vigour, 
as Germany ts unable to defend South-East Euro 
while 1,000,000 Jews are living in Hungary, in t 
rear of the German forces.” 

Ladisiaus Baky, for the Interior, 
announced on Wetinesday night, according to the 
Budapest radio, that he staked his position on “ the 
complete liquidation of all Left-wing and Jewish 
elements.” 

It 1s feared that the inhuman and familiar pattern 
of slaughter adopted in Poland and occupied Russia 
is now to be followed in Hungary . Members of 
the Fascist, anti-Semitic Arrow Cross organisation 
have boasted that Budapest is now to have its 

* night of the long knives.” 

The scanty reports that have so far reached the 
outside world reveal that already the campaign has 
begun. Over 6,000 S.S. men and members of the 
Gestapo have arrived in Budapest. Large numbers 
of Jews, dDelreved to number many thousands, have 
already been arrested, according to Swedish reports 
They are being brougitt to the suburbs of Budapest 
to await their fate.

Every point was guarded and the 
weary refugees were arrested and flung into con- 
ccntravion Camps.

SEFARDI CO-ORDINATION | 
The Stressing of Unity 


The scheme for co-ordinating all the activities of 
the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation into 
groups was dealt with by Mr. Ralph Pinto, the 
Parnas Presidente, when he moved the adoption of 
the report and accounts at the annual meeting of 
the Yehidim of the congregation which was held 
on Thursday of last week at the Vestry Offices in 
Bevis Marks, E.C.3.

Hebrew Press Comments 


Davar (Labour) points out that while the blow 
is great for the police, the disaster for the Yishuv 
is much greater. “The Yishuv is obliged to put an 
end to this calamitous situation with firm decision 
and a strong hand,” the editorial declares. Haaretz 
says that only Hitler can profit by such outrages. 
While Jews are discussing and debating the minutest 
points of their political formulae, it goes on, an 
atmosphere has developed which can undermine their 
whole existence and work, and the paper calls upon 
the national institutions to clarify the situation and 
instruct the public. 

Hasoxsr predicts that the outrages will impel 
the Yishuv to strengthen the hands of the national 
institutions in their fight against the perpetrators. 
MisHMAR states that “if the gang ar¢ Allowed to 
carry out their plotting, they will bring ddéwn disaster 
on our heads, they will drag the Yishuv ito dloody 
riots, they will stain it in the eyes of the world and 
undermine our political position.” it demands the 
liquidation of the gangs. Hatrzore (Mizrachi) 
describes the outrages as a stab in the back of the 
Yishuv though ostensibly aimed at the police. The 
paper demands that an end be put to the reign of 
terror 

The PaLesTiIne Post, in a cOlumn-long editorial, 
discusses the relations between the police and the 
Jewish population. The paper points out that the 
entire Jewish community has endorsed the protests 
against the outrages made by the Jewish representa- 
tive bodies. “Whatever the terrorists may think, 
who are suffering from a seemingly incurable aberra- 
tion,” it says, “no Jew in his senses.in the National 
Home or throughout the Diaspora will but regard 
their actions as wickedness and lunacy. The lives

MIZRACHISTS CONFER 


Dr. Weizmann Has No News 


Dr. Chaim Weizmann, Rabbi J. L. Fishman, and 
the Chief Rabbi were the principal speakers at the 
political session of the Mizrachi Federation Con- 
ference, held at the Royal Hotel last Sunday. They 
spoke of the need for furthering and intensifying 
Zionist work at this time and of the part the Miz- 
rachi could play in it gues and in this country 
particularly, and they deprecated strongly the recent 
outrages in Palestine. 

Mr. A. Bornstein payee and summed up the 
attitude of the Mizrachi to current political questions 
in a few words: they demanded the abolition of the 
White Paper, that sorry relic of-the discredited and 
they hoped defunct appeasement policy; they 
demanded that the doors of Palestine be opened to 
mass immigration without restrictions; and they 
rejected Partition and demanded the establishment 
of Eretz Yisrael as a Jewish State. 

Dr. Weizmann said he had no news to give them. 
He did not believe that final decisions were being 
made now, or that indeed any decisions would be 
reached im the near future. it was a transitional! 
period. Organised Zionists were doing their best 
to further and strengthen their work, but their 
enemies were not inactive. They were undermining 
the Zionist position and using new arguments. They 
had. to begin again to teach the world what they. had 
thought had been learnt in 1916 and 1917. They, 
the Mizrachi, belicved in miracles. He as a chemist 
found it harder to beli¢ve’ in miracles. But he 
believed a miracle could happen if they worked hard 
enough for it | 


Condemning Terrorism in Palestine 


Speaking of the press reports of the killing of 
police in Palestine, he said that the Jewish people, 


, to whichever party or section they belonged, were 


united in strongly condemning such methods, which 


were un-Jewish and which strengthened the hands ° 


of their opponents. They would have to pay very 
dearly for them although they were not responsibic 
for heen and abhorred them, The whole Yishuv 
was with him in this condemnation.

To the for- 
bearance they have in their vast majority shown, the 
police are now called upon to add stiff resistance to 
the worst of all temptations—the temptation to 
lump the innocent with the guilty, the peaceful 
citizen with the conscienceless terrorist.” 

The Palestine Arab Press, however, in fiery editor- 
ials indicts the whole Jewish community as being 
responsible for the outrages. Both Ap Duraa and 
FALASTIN link them up with the arms-smuggling 
affair, which, Ap Diraa declares, “ were proved by 
the military courts to be the creation of organised 
effort and deliberate planning directed by the big 
heads and financed by established organisations.” 

The language and tone of the Arab papers have 
occasioned considerable comment in Palestine, 

articularly in view of the strict censorship of the 
ocal press, the purpose of which is said to be to 
prevent incitement of one section of the population 
against the other. : 

Referring to the attitude of the heads of the Jewish 
community, Ap Duiraa asserts that “some people 
think they can wash their hands of such crimes by 
raising the white flag im the left hand and shooting 
with the right.” The paper adds that merely to 
assert innocence does not prove innocence. 

FALASTIN, in a long and.bitter attack against the 
Jews, denies that their alleged arming was for 
self-defence or that the crimes were organised by 
“a certain group of youths not affiliated to other 
organisations.* paper accuses the Jewish com- 
munity of failure to assist the authorities in rounding 
up the criminals and preventing the crimes. 


Curfew Upsets Political Activity 


The continued session of the Smaller Actions 
Committee (cables our Jerusalem correspondent) 
which the Executive promised would be held in the 
current week to discuss the two missing articles 
from the Biltmore programme—namely, the attitude 
towards the Arabs the problems of the Yishuv’s 
demands, will not take place owing to the emer- 
gency conditions arising from the curfew. For the 
same reason numerous other rallies and meetin 
of various ports have been adjourned.

Co-operation With Zionists Welcomed

they had performed a miracle in that land. They 
must now, in spite of the doubtful outlook, con- 
tinue to collect money and proceed with their work. 

During the morning session, presided over by 
Mr. S. E. Sklan, organisational matters were dis- 
cussed, The foundations of a strong Mizrachi 


‘among the religiously conscious Jews in. the com- 


munity had been laid, it was declared. Their work 
in the future, it was streSsed. had to be to consoli- 
date their position and increase their membership. 
Religious Jews had to come into their ranks and 
take an active part in their work. 

Mr. W.N. Williams, who opened the discussion, 
said he envisaged a membership of 30,000. 

Rabbi Dr. I. Weinstock, the Hon. Secretary, 
presented the report, which showed considerable 
expansion and development, especially in the youth 
sections, during the year. New @roups had been 
formed ih all Jewish centres; a London Council 
and a Synagogue Council had been set up; a Miz- 
rachi Shabbat had been held; houses had been taken 
over as Mizrachi centres in Leeds, Maida Vale, and 
Hackney. The Youth Movements, Torah Va’- 
Avodah, Bachad, and B'nei Akiva, were growing 


apace. Particularly they welcomed the increasing 
influence of the B'nei Akiva and the recent purchase 
of the Bachad Farm. 
While the Mizrachi took no specific stand in the 
recent communal controversies, continued the 
report, they were of the opinion that there should 
be only one body speaking with authority as the 
mouthpiece of Anglo-Jewry, and by virtue of tradi- 
tion and democratic principle, that body could only 
be the Board of Deputies. a welcomed the 
creation of the United Palestine Appeal, although 
they were dissatisfied with the proportion allotted 


Mr. A. Margulies presented the balance-sheet and 
Mr. Aaron hho gave an address on the United 
Palestine Appeal. 

On Monday, the Conference met in the Rose Hertz 


. Hall, and concerned itself with the problems of 


Anglo-Jewry, post-war reconstruction, and youth 
all of which converged on education and the need 
for its reconstruction on the basis of Mizrachi ideals. 

Rabbi I. J. Unterman presided in tte morning 
and urged the Mizrachi to take an active share in 
solving the problems which confronted Anglo-Jewry, 
which he said were caused by ignorance of Judajsm 
and a tendency towards assimilation. 


Religious Life Lacking 


Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann analysed the religious and 
cultural position of Anglo-Jewry at the present 
moment, Fund-raising and defence work, he 
declared, were not sufficient, Organisational activi- 
ties could not serve as a substitute for an organic 
Jewish life. He deplored the fact that the religious 
and cultural life of Anglo-Jewry was lacking in 
purpose and direction, and he claimed that the 


' ideology of the Mizrachi was best suited to appeal 


to the mentality of Anglo-Jewry, which had a sound 
belief in religious tradition, Eretz Yisrael, and the 
need for Jewish unity, principles which were hap- 
pily combined in the Mizrachi ideology. 

Rabbi Dr. I. Gottheb opened the discussion on 
post-war reconstruction, and the Rev. Jacob Vain- 
stein, of Glasgow, that on education and youth, 
advocating Mizrachi day schools and youth move- 
ments as the best means to use.

“BLACK DAY FOR BRITAIN” 
U.S. Senator on the White Paper 


“Next Friday (March 31) will become one of the 
black days in the history of England untess in the 
remaining few days of this week the British Govern- 
ment rescinds its iniquitous White Paper which 
halts Jewish immigration into Palestine.” Thus 
declared Senator win Carl Johnson (Democrat 


Colorado), king in the U.S. Senate on Tuesday. 
He contin : “Hitler has killed more Jews in a day 
and every day than Britain has permitted to find 
refuge in PaleStine in a year.” 


Senator Bennett Clark (Democrat, Missouri) said 
he thought the White Paper was the most tragic 
experience suffered by the Jews since Hitler threw 
the world into an uproar. with the Jews as his first 
victims. 

At his Press conterence on Tuesday, President 
Roosevelt said that the military situation was a 
temporary but serious bar to the discussion of the 
entrance of refugees into Palesiine. Asked to 
reconcile his statement to Rabbi Wise and Rabbi 
Silver that the U.S. Government had not recognised 
the White Paper with the reports of Mr. Stimson’s 
and General Marshall's “military” position to 
the Congress Palestine resolution, President 
stressed the importance of separating military from 
civilian subjects. 


PHILOSOPHY AT THE HEBREW 
UNIVERSITY 


Sir Leon Simon gave an address at a meeting of 
the Institute for Jewish Learning, at the Anglo- 
Palestinian Club, on Sunday evening. The address 
dealt with philosophy in general and philosophy at 
the Hebrew University in particular. 

At the Hebrew University, he said, the study of 
philosophy began in 1928 when two Professors were 
appoimted. one from England, Professor Leon Roth, 
and one from the Continent, Professor Bergmann. 
It was a rather interesting combination, because 
Germany had developed one line of thought in 
philosophy and England another. 

The Department of Philosophy started, like the 
whole University. from scratch. There was, broadly 


speaking, practically no philosophical literature in - 


ebrew and no philosophical tradition. 
had to be built up from the start, and one most 
essential thing was the provision for the students 
of a library of the philosophical classics in Hebrew. 
In addition, camel standard works on philosophy 
were translated—for instance, Bertrand *Russeil’s 
“ Problems of Philosophy,” and Muirhead’s “ Ele- 
ments of Ethics,” so that now, some 16 years after 
the department was first started, they had a 
respectable volume of philosophy translated into 
Hebrew which could give the student the ground- 
work that he needed. That, he thought, was a most 
important and fundameéntal fact. 

Dealing with the actual instruction in philosophy, 
Sir Leon said that, broadly speaking, the method 
of teaching philosophy was the same at the Univer- 
sity as it was in the a ronesd Universities. Philo- 
sophy was one of the major subjects for degrees in 
the School for Humanities, One could not expect 
at this early stage to be able to point to the depart- 
ment of ilosophy as having achieved anything 

ticularly noteworthy in its own field, It was, 
thought, sufficient that it had got a fairly large 
body of students who were interested in its work. 
ere was, added the speaker, a Faculty of Jewish 
Philosophy and Mysticism, in which Professor 
Gutmann lectured mainly on Jewish philsophy, and 
Dr. Shalom mainly on Jewish Mysticism and the 
history of the Jewish religion. But the present 
position could only be regarded as transitional, and 
they must look forward to the time when philosophy 
would be studied as a single whole. 
meeting was presided over by Dr. A. 
Stcinberg. 


SWISS ZIONIST CONFERENCE 


The 43rd Swiss Zionist Conference was held in 
Basle recently. Mr. Richard Lichtheim, in his speech, 
reviewed the political and general Zionist position. 
The Conference unanimously adopted a resolution 
endorsing the Zionist policy of a Jewish Common- 
wealth on the lines of the “Biltmore Programme,” 
and expressed full confidence in the President, Dr. 
Weizmann, and the Executive of the Jewish Agency.

EIGHTEEN MONTHS’ 
NEGLECT 


A Jewish Offer That Was Turned 
Down 


Mr. Mark Jaffee, Gencral Manager of the Pales- 
une Corporation, spoke last week at a meeting held 
at Woburn House on “The Economic Development 
of Palestine since the Mandate, and Prospects for 
the Future,” and revealed something of the un- 
fortunate neglect with which early Jewish offers for 
the war effort in Palestine were received by the 
authorities. 

immediately on the outbreak of war, said Mr. 
Jaffee, their Chairman put before the military 


authorities proposals to. use the industrial capacity 


—actual and potential—in supplying the needs of 
the Forces in the Middle East and thus save both 
labour power in England and valuable shipping 
space. the staff in Palestine made as thorough a 
survey as possible in the time of this ~g ustrial 
capacity and submitted it 1939, 
together with proposals for thé establishment of 
new and the expansion of existing factories for the 
production of ordnance stores involving a capita! 
cxpenditure of some £3,000,000. 

At that time Italy was not yet in the war, the 
Mediterranean was still open, and plant, machinery, 
and materials could still be got from America. 
They also made proposals to the Palestine Govern- 
ment for the setting up of a Supply Control Organisa- 


tion and the laying in of stocks : 


Political Reasons ? 


Unfortunately, for reasons which he 
only conjecture to be political, their proposals 
were not pr with, and it was a year and a 
half before Palestine was actually used as a source 
of supply of military stores and until Government 
control began to take effective shape. . 

Mr. Jaffee recalled the derelict and primitive con- 
dition in which the Turks had left the country, and 
gave a comprehensive and statistical picture of the 
remarkable progress and development that had taken 
place as a result of Jewish effort, enterprise, and skill. 

After describing the tremendous impetus brought 
about in agriculture and industry in Palestine by 
Jewish efforts, Mr. Jaffee said that the last 25 years 
had shown that, in spite of the rapid increase in 
population by birth and immigration, the standard 
of living of the indigenous population had reached 
a level not seen elsewhere in the Middle East. 

From his cight years’ experience in Palestine, he 
had a message to bring to English Jews who were 
iufterested in that country. He had found that one 
of the chief obstacles to the easy development of 
the country had been a lack of contact between Jews, 
Arabs, and the Government. The Jews who had 
come to Palestine had been Jews largely from Eastern 
Europe, some from Germany, very few from Eng- 
land. On the whole one could say that the Jews of 
Palestine had not the same og of mind or the 
same habits of thought as the English people. The 
Jews of Palestine were naturally very eager. They 
had shown extreme devotion and great capabilities. 
The English temper was rather calmer and took 
things gradually. He thought that a better situation 
could have been reachea if there had been some 
form of bridge’ between the way 
Jews and the calmer-way-of-thinking British official. 

That kind of bridge could be formed by 4 
of English Jews, and if he might proffer advice 
Zionists in England, he would say that they would 
do better by talking less in England and working 
more in Palestine. 


Unifying Influence Of Economic Work 


Sir Robert Waley Cohen, K.B.E., the Chairman 
of the Economic Board for Palestine, who presided, 
said that economic work united—political talk 
divided. And so it was one of the great attractions 
of economic work that all could join in it and benefit 
from it. That was the work to which that Economic 
Board was consecrated, and thanks to the great 
achievements in this field’ during the last 20 years 
and to the fine qualities of courage, industry, initia- 
tive, and intelligence of those who had made Pales 
tine their home, and of those who ‘would follow 
them in the years to come, it was work in which 
they could all feel sy pride and great confidence. 

It was one of the encouraging features of the 
Palestine problems that, unlike those of some other 
countries whose populations were divided by deep 
racial antagonisms, there was in Palestine—contrary 
to a rather widespread illusion—no fundamental 
Cleav between the two elements of the popula- 
ion. "Their interests were in the long run identical! 
and they had much in common both in their ulti- 
mate origins and in their final destinies. Artificia) 
political cleavages had sometimes masked these 
common interests, but in the economic field there 
was room for unlimited and mutually most beneficial, 


co-operation, and just as Lord Meichett, their 
founder,. believed that by this co-operation in the 
economic field political issues would be simplified 


and ultimately solved, so they went forward now in 
the faith that in their efforts to further economic 
co-operation between all those who had the future 
of Palestine at heart they might play a valuable part 
in smoothing and furthering the path of progress.

Partisans Begin Vengeance 


How Polish partisans avenged the slaughter of 
a in the town of Wysock has been graphic- 

partisan, iN VOLNA POLSKA, the organ 
of Polish Patriots. eas 

in the summer of 1942 when the Germans began 
their systematic extermination of the Jewish popula- 
tion, they had two enormous ditches dug near 
Wysock. Fearing the worst, the Jews of the town 
sent a delegation with gifts to the German district 
commissar, who told them not to worry, because the 
ditches had been dug for war purposes. 

That very evening 5.8. police surrounded the 
ghetto, and in the morning the Jews were ted out in 
groups to be executed. 

Parnas and his friends, who were hidden in a nearby 
stack of hay, saw exactly what happened. The first 
group was marc up, with the local rabbi, an old 
mana, and Dr. Markovich, the physician of the town. 
at the head. The people were almost naked. and the 
men led their women and children by the hand. 

When they reached the ditch the rabbi addressed 
the people in a low voice,ecxhorting them to be calm 
and to pray. The rabbi was the first to descend into 
the ditch, where he lay down in the mud at the bottom. 
Dr. Markovich was next. At the last moment he 
angen and begged his executioners for mercy, 

t an 5.5. man struck him over the face with his 
tifle butt. Six more followed. Then an S.S. man, 
a tall, red-haired brute, walked to the edge of the 
ditch and fired his sub-machine gun, killing some 
but only wounding the rest of the victims. 

The women and children were then forced into 
the ditch. and made to lie down on the bloodstained 

That evening, i tlie local club, a drunken police- 
man told how the town chemist and his family had 
taken poison, but the Nazis caught them before the 
poison had taken effect. dragged them to the ditch, 
and shot them 

“When | came w the ditch,” the policeman went 
on boastfully, “] saw a boy climb out from among the 
dead bodies He was not wounded, so I stuck my 
bayonet through his chest. You Poles,” he went on, 

king to Dr. Parnas, “even though you have not 
power now, must be glad that we have wiped 
out the Jews for you.” 

Six weeks later the Polish partisans began to 
retalrate 
30 Nazis. Four months after that, a Jew named 
Jan Pruszinski, whom the Germans called “The 
Great Polish Bandit,” attacked Khelki Station .with 
his partisans. Twelve German survivors were led 
out and shot. 


JEWISH PARACHUTISTS 


The Bucharest police have arrested 32 Jews, 
including seven from Poland, who, it is alleged, have 
formed a large organisation for carrying out whole- 
sale sabotage. 

The Jews. who are, of course, described as Com- 
munists, are to be charged before a war tribunal, 
and the indictment includes the formation of Jewish 
“ Communist propaganda groups in Rumania, 
co-operation a oy Tito’s bands in Serbia, as well 
as with Jewish agents who descended by parachute 
and were wearing British uniforms, the smuggling 
of Jews from Poland to Rumania, the illegal export 
of property of Rumanian Jews, and the continuation 
of radical-Zionist organisations in Rumania. 

The head of this organisation is Hersh Tabakinic, 
whose alias is Shunja. 

it is also alleged that the members of the organisa- 
tion sonictimes wore German uniforms when 
carrying out their “ criminal” acts. 


RUMANIANS SEEK ALIBI 


Rumaman soldiers, now im retreat from Trans- 
nistria to which thousands of Rumanian Jews have 
been deported, are displaying great anxicty to prove 
that they had no part in the anti-Jewish atrocities, 
States a repert from Moscow. 

In order to be able to produce an alibi in case 
they are taken prisoner by the Red Army, the soldiers 
are asking Jews to give them written statements 
confirming that they have not carried out orders 
to annihilate the Jewish population.

US. WAR REFUGEE BOARD 
Dinner to Mr. Pehle 


Mr. John W. Pehle, Director of the War Refugee 
Board of the United States Government, was the 
t of honour at a dinner held recently in 
ashington, at the house of Mr. Ernest K. Lindley, 
Editor-in-Chief of the Washington News-Werx, by 
the Emergency Committee to save the Jews in 
Europe.

Congressman Will Rogers, jun., hoped that the other 
United Nations would follow America’s cxample Their 
co-operation in, the work of saving *he Jews was moat 
necessary. Referring to his visit to Great Britain. he wild 
of bis many disappointments in England in his negotiations 
with British statesmen agd officials on the subject of rescuing 
Navi victime He expressed his conviction, however, that 
there would be a very definite change also in Great Britain 
on behalf of this ercat bumanitarian work 

Mr. Peter Bergson (Co-Chairman of the Emerecncy Com- 
mittee) said that by the crea ton of the War Refugee Board 
the basic demands of the Committce had been carried out.

COMBATING ANTI-SEMITISM 


- Jew-Baiters Trounced In U.S.A. Congress 


A powerful attack against anti-Semitism has been - 
made in the United States House of Representatives 
by Mr. Usher L. Burdick, Republican Congress- 
man from North Dakota. 

Pointing out that the Jews constitute “ sixty-five 
one-hundredths of one per cent of the population 
of the earth “ and about four per cent oi the total 
in the United States. Mr. Burdick called it 
“ cowardly for people to take part in a movement 
to drive this weak minority out of its midst and 
deny them the same protection, the same privileges, 


‘and the sanmie opportunitics which we who are pot 


Jews enjoy. 


“ For some years now,” he said, “ and especially 


in the last four or five years, there has developed in 
this country™& deep-seated prejudice against Jewish 
people. Many men, occasionally a member of 
Congress, unable to contain themselves, denounce 
the Jews. Men who entertain anti-Semitic views are 
just as wrong as they are unjusi.” 

Mr, — denounced those-asserting that too 
m ews Were filling Government positions. 
“Every Jew under the Federal Civil Service re- 
ceived the best rating or he would not have been 
called,”” he said, “ If the young Jewish peopic are 
studious and are earnest and faithful students and 
master the subjects taught in our schools, what is 
there in this Government or our way of liic to 
prevent them from advancing themselves solely 
upon merit?” 


A VICHY CANARD : 


Henriot, Vichy Minister of the Interior, recently 
issued a communiqué claiming that the police had 
discovered and arrested the “ general staff " of the 
French Resistance Movement, at the head of which 
was a Jew. . 

VoikiscHer Beosachrer, Hitler's newspaper, 
declared that this “ terrorist " chief was a Jew who 
issued orders onder the name of Narbonne, whereas 
his real name was Bloch. The paper alleges that he 
regularly received 170,000,000 francs a month from 
London. 

A Swiss newspaper, VOLKSRECHT, characterises the 
story as a criminal romance and categorically denies 
that the leaders of the resistance have been arrested.

An Order of 
the Day issued by the commander of his regiment 
deplores the untimely death of “ this faithful soldier 
of David " who did not live to see the realisation 
of his h for wniversal peace for which he 
sacrificed himselt. 

As a sign of mourning for Mordo’s death, orders 
were given, for the regimental flag to be flown at 
half-mast for three days; for all radio sets in use 
by the regiment to be silent for the same period ; 
and for the Chief of the Mortar Section to call 
Mordo’s name oh regimental parade every Saturday 
for a month. The olficer of the day was instructed 
to reply, “ Heroically passed away in the execution 
of his duty,” after which a minute's silence was 
to be observed 

Mordo’s commanding officer further recom- 
mended the posthumous award of the War Cross, 
Third Class. for exceptional zeal and exemplary 
good conduct. | 

In a letter to the parents, Colonel Papadopoulos 
expressed the general regret at having lost so 
promising a soldier, The funeral, the colonel wrote, 
was in accordance with Jewish rites.

THE great call to the nation for the sinews of war, which 
has been given the eminently appropriate title of “ Salute 
the Soldier,” has all but run its course in London. To the 
capital city of the Empire was given the honour of leading 
off in the national response, and according to the latest 
figures, its task is being most worthily accomplished. 
There is still time, however, for laggards to hurry up with 
their subscriptions, and for others to add, if possible, to 
the subscription they have already lodged, while the great 
“ week " in the provinces has yét to be launched. Of the 
duty of Jews to go all out to prosper the appeal little, 
surely, falls to be said-at this hour of the day. Here and 
in the other countries which have not yet broken before 
the onset of barbarism, they have been able to contem- 
plate in c@nditions of freedom the havoc wrought by Nazi 
wickedness elsewhere alike to the bodies and souls of their 
victims, both Jewish and non-Jewish. If only as a thanks- 
giving for their own escape—in which the British soldier 
has played and is playing so heroic a part—-and as a duty 
to the oppressed and the downtrodden who have been 
denied their good fortune, they are under a solemn obliga- 
tion to speed the day of victory and deliverance. 

As loyal British citizens, Jews cannot but range them- 
selves wholeheartedly by the side of their fellows in what 
is, after all, not only the vital task of arming the forces 
but a salutary measure for damming the flood of inflation 
-which otherwise would sweep away the economic stability 
of the country, leaving chaos and desolation behind it. 
British Jewry has had, and still faces, many special and 
exacting demands on its resources. But these sink, for it, 
into secondary importance in comparison with those of 
the nation as a*whole, for the simple but all-sufficient 
reason that if, through failure of adequate equipment 
owing to lack of the monetary wherewithal, our fighting 
men should falter or fail, and the hopes of victory be 
dashed, nothing at all would survive of the things that 
Jews particularly cherish. There would be no freedom 
for them anywhere, no Zionism, and very soon no Jews. 
That is why Jews will rally wholeheartedly, and without 
stint or delay, to the national call. It is, for them, to 
borrow a phrase from the common enemy, entweder oder, 
even as it is for all the Allied peoples and for the things 
they hold most dear. 

Money alone, however, in whatever profusion it may 
be showered, will not, by itself, achieve victory either in 
war or in the peace that will follow... Much will depend 
upon the spirit in which the nation approaches the coming 
ordeal. In a very short time, in fact at any moment, the 
great trial of strength and endurance will be upon us all. 
In what spirit are we girding ourselves for this decisive 
phase? To what extent are we keeping our eye steadily 
on the reasons for the mortal combat upon which every- 
thing, yes literally everything, is to be staked, rather than 
on the allurement of victory for victory’s sake? 
much do we realise that without these motives the triumph, 
if it come at all, will be Dead Sea fruit? We are constantly 
told that this is a fight for democracy, and that statement 
is wholly true. But democracy demands abnegation of 
self for the general weal. Its watchword is respect for the 
individual, his dignity, his moral and intellectual ‘as well 
as his physical rights, It sees, as its goal, a nation up- 
lifted by a sense of mutual responsibility, inspired by a 
collective purpose and fortified and ennobled by it. It 
has no use, and least of all in times of war, for short- 
sighted or class ambitions. To the principles of true 
democracy partisan wrangling and the playing of the party 
game under no matter what disguise are abhorrent, and 
flat treason. It asks. for a péople united in the bonds of 
brotherhood and moved by high and sustained courage. 
In all these vital respects democracy is. under trial as the 
war reaches its most testing hour, and it is fatuous and 
perilous to take these considerations all for granted. 
Because in France these principles were betrayed, or but 
feebly respected, French democracy rotted and fell, and 
Frenchmen to-day lie prone under the heel of a grinding 
tyranny.

In this country, too, there have been signs during the | 


inter-war period that this weakening of principles was at 
work, and though in the hour of supreme peril and under 
the heaven-sent leadership of a man of siiperb courage and 
unrivalled political gifts, it rallied splendidly, yet of late 
the long ordeal of war has in certain quarters ned its 
grasp of the things for which a true democracy must stand. 
Let us, citizens of all ranks and creeds, beware of this 
rocess, let us be vigilantly on our guard against these 


insidious lapses in the stern moral discipline of political, 


life, against weak frivolousness or selfish expediency. They 
defile the \principles of democracy in its very home and 
citadel. They jeopardise victory in war and its fruits in 
peace, For the first condition of victory in either era is 
_ victory over ourselves! It is, indeed, of cardinal importance 


to emphasise this fact in relation to the coming peace, for’ 


then, with the imperious urge of war no longer at work, 
many restraints now active will vanish. Trémendous

economic problems will arise, and passions and strife now 
held more or less in leash may break loose. In stirring 
words the Prime Minister, in his speech this week, warned 
us of what may happen: “I cannot guarantee .. .” he 
said; “ that if the end of the war came suddenly, as it might 
do, there will not be an interval when things will be pretty 
rough.” That interval will be the test of the power of true 
democracy in this country to assert itself. It may very 
well be a crucial and anxious hour for the Jew, for with 
a breakdown of democratic principles the doors would 
be burst wide open to all the ills, even if much less cruel 
than those of the Continental pattern, that have filled the 
lives of our people with bitterness bordering on despair. 

In the averting of such a catastrophe both in the war 
and the peace Jews have palpably their part to perform, 
alike in the world’s and their own interests. They dare not 
and ought not to forget that beneath all the demands and 
ideals of democracy” enumerated above and motivating 
them all is the sovereign and indispensable teaching of 
religion, and® that in its essence it is the religion promul- 
gated to their sires at Sinai. It is up to them to honour 
that God-given creed in their own lives in the critical 
months and years ahead, and thereby to ground their 
democracy upon its real foundation of religious faith. This 
implies honest acceptance of all its implications, It 
implies also an unrelaxing alertness to the dangers that may 
threaten them in the future in their own communal sphere. 
There must be no rash or frivolous approach to the vexing 
Jewish problems that have accumulated before our eyes, 
no running after futile will-o’-the-wisps in the shape of 
new-fangled panactas guaranteed to cure al? Jewish ills. 
In a period peculiarly opportune to the political quack or 
the expjoiter of partisan prejudice, they must measure 
every proferred remedy by the yard-sticks of reason and 
weigh it justly in the scales of their God-revealed morality. 
Above all, and perhaps more than all, must they hold at 
arm's length the play of party passion and the creators of 
party strife. Respect for the individual, whatever his ¢lass, 
consideration for his views, and single-minded devotion to 
Jewish unity and good will,. these are the unavoidable 
prerequisites for the settlement of problems such as never 
before in our tragic history have taxed Jewish constructive 
statesrpanship. 


THE HUNGARIAN PERIL 


Since President Roosevelt's stern warning to the Nazi 
Savages—uttered after consultation with Marshal Stalin as 
wel] as Mr. Churchill—little further reliable news as to the 
fate of the half-million ‘or more Jews in Hungary now under 
the heels of the Huns has been allowed through the close 
censorship net. But there has already reached us what look 
like Ominous premonitory warnings of what may be in store. 
Thus among the seasons assigned by the German chargé d'affaires 
in Budapest for the military occupation is that his Government 
could not tolerate “the safety of German troops being risked 
by the presence in Hungary of 1,000,000 Jews and 15,000 Poles, 
besides Englishmen, Frenchmen, Serbs, etc.” Further, the press 
and the radio in Hungary, Germany, and other Nazi-controlled 
countries began, with one accord, to print or roar incitements 
which read and sound like excuses for what may soon happen 
to the Jews. To take one crxample, the Berlin LoOKAL-~ANZEIGER 
declared that lately “Jewish opinions had found their way 
into Hungarian newspapers.” The new Government, it 
announced, “ will put a speedy and well-deserved ond oe ali 
‘such attempts against Hungary's existence and to all clemevts 
contemplating treason” {our italics). Already, the leaders of 
noob Hungarian parties ahd others of similar bent 
have been gaoled by the S.S. and Gestapo, swift on the scene. 


THE LAST HOPE? 


LITTLE more in these dire circumstances can be done unless 
it come fr the swiftly marching Russian liberators, and even 
ther The turning of Hungary into a battleficld may conceivably 
interfere for some. time with the yearned-for deliverance. 
Meanwhile, it is of vital importance that the United Nations 


should redouble their vigilance and go on repeating incessantly 


the warnings already given to the Hun leaders and their agents 
and accomplices. This, indeed, is what is urgently advised by 
well-disposed Hungarians still at liberty, and if Marshal Stalin 
should take part in them, the nearness of his armies to the 
scene should give them a salutary effectiveness such as the 
threats of his more distant allies could not command. Every 
defeat of the Nazis would then be likely to be, besides a military 
reverse, at the same time a very powerful deterrent. If an 
underground resistance movement exists, contact with it should 
be established, and its numbers besought to organise the utmost 
possible assistance to the threatened victims. Perhaps, too, 
the influence of the Vatican and some of the still neutral 
Powers could be invoked. There are people wifo still cling 
pathetically. to the belief that there is an underground move- 


ment in Germany itself. If so it and all the “ decent Germans ” ~ 


will respond to Mr. Roosevelt's appeal to show the world by 
action that in their heart they do not share “ these insane, 
criminal desires.” 
as Lord Vansittart has consistently contended, the German 


people as a whole are willing confederates of Nazis in all their . 


predatory and bloody doings. In the last resort, therefore, 
little can be expected from these quarters. They are amenable 
to only one argument-——the argument of fear. The belief that 
threats to a nation only succeed in, uniting it holds good for 
some peoples, It does not apply to the Germans. Without 


the healthy influence of threats of the most impressive nature 


and uttered with the utmost sincerity the forces of civilisation 
are practically powerless at this grave hour to intervene. Hence 
the stern warning uttered on behalf of Great.Britain ty Mr. 
Eden in the House of Commons just as this paper was going 
to press, will be widely and gratefully welcomed not only by 
Jews everywhere, but by decent men and women of every race 
and creed throughout the world. 


If they do not, it will be mainly because, . 


“TERRORISM IN PALESTINE 


Nosopy in his senses can have feelings of anything but utter 
abhorrence for the recent outrages in Palestine. In so far as 
they may in any way embarrass the war effort, they are repug- 
nant to Jews everywhere, and not least in the Yishuv, which 
has sent its thousands of young coreligionists into the present 
struggle. It is impossible to imagine how they might be con- 
sidered in any way to further the Zionist cause, and it is 
extremely difficult to believe that any Jews could be found 
so utterly stupid as to believe the contrary. Such crimes are 
indeed tragically at variance with the whole spirit of Zionism, 
which is a noble vision to be implemented not by the methods 
of Berlin and Tokio but by the appeal to reason and justice. 
If it were in fact established that the perpetrators were, in 
reality, young Jewish fanatics, they could only be denounced 
and repudiated as among the worst enemies of their people 
and its cause. Up to the present, however, there has been 
revealed no real evidence that the perpetrators are Jews. The 
mere ipse dixit of the police, however sincerely uttered, amounts 
to nothing like proof in the opinion of stable and judicious 
minds. Highly coloured accounts of the -attacks, often 
characterised by a mass of improbabilities and contradictions, 
have been freely passed for transmission abroad by the Pales- 
tine censorship. But they do absolutely nothing clearly to 
establish the criminals as Jewish. From time to time dreas 
are combed to. find Jews in possession of arms. But it is 
notorious that many Jews determined not to be caught off 
their guard, as at the time of the Arab rising, do carry arms, 
just as do many Arabs so as not to miss “ being in at the kill.” If 
a Jew is discovered .with a pistol, fhat does not mean that he 
is on the.way to shoot some British constables or participate 
in some terrorist offensive, any more than it could be postulated 
of Arabs in like circumstances. It cannot be too strongly 
borne in mind that, up to now, in all this crop of outrages there 
has been no case in which a Jew has been tried before a 
Court of Law and found to have been implicated in them. 
Nor, as we say, has a single point of concrete and convincing 
evidence been made known which would prove to a fair 
and balanced mind that the concerted outrages have been the 
work of some secret Jewish organisation. They may be; but up 
to now there is absolutely no proof. And in British law it is 
guilt, not innocence, which has to be proved, There are, for 
sure, abundant motives which might have caused the enemies 
of the Yishuv to undertake such deeds. 


WHO ARE THE GUILTY ? 


AS a rule the crimes are attributed to two Jewish bodies— 
the samewhat mysterious “Stern Gang” and the Revisionist 
Defence movement known as “Irgun.” But Stern was long 
ago killed, and the continuance of the outrages on an increasing 
scale after his death might give rise at any rate to strong doubts 
as to the “Gang'’s”™ responsibility for them. As to the 
“ Irgun ” the main “ proof” of its culpability depends on a letter 
purporting to have come from it, claiming credit for the 
blowing up of an income tax office. Even if this was not a 
deliberate fake by some agent provocateur, one is inclined to 
wonder whether the letter may have been anything more sub- 
stantial than one of those “ confessions” from perfectly inno- 
cent people that follow in the wake of undiscovered crimes, 
and are by no means unknown even here in this.country—as the 
police would be the first to testify. The recent batch of out- 
rages, committed. simultaneously in three large towns, reflect 
very careful and extensive organisation. Why have the 
authorities not got on the trail of the responsible parties? 
It is up to the police. But it is up to everybody, and above 
all to Jews, to. keep cool heads and not to be panicked into 
hasty judgments. The avidity with which the Arab press have 
seized upon the tacit acceptance by Jewish bodies of the 
Jewishness of the terrorists, and have promptly and outrageously 
attributed responsibility to the whole Yishuv and the Jewish 
leaders, should warn our Jewish spokesmen against further hasti- 
ness. People naturally argue that in the cireumstances the 
Jewish leaders would certainly not accept the accusation that 
the terrorists were Jews unless they knew for certain they were 
Jews; attd if they knew for certain; the basis of their pertainty 
must be solid knowledge as to who the guilty are. Thus a 
perilous process is set on foot which can only lead to the 
grossest injustice to Jewish Palestine as a whole. 


MIZRACHI 
Tue Mizrachi Conference, held during the week-end, serves 


’ to underline the importance of the part which the movement 


should play in British Zionist endeavours. Miztachi stands for 
the stressing of the religious aspect of the Zionist ideal, an 
aspect without which, indeed, it is exceedingly difficult to see 
how Zionism “ makes sense.” It is vital to the cause, but it 
has hardly been as conspicuous as it deserves in the propaganda 
carried on in this country. Rabbi Dr. Altmann, Communal 
Rav of Manchester, in the course of a most valuable contribu- 
tion, told the Conference with undeniable truth that the out- 
look of Mizrachi was best suited to appeal to the mentality 


_ Of Anglo-Jewry. The fact is that without insistence on the 


religious foundations of the Zionist cause, Anglo-Jewry can 
never be effectively rallied to its furtherance. Most assuredly, 
the ignoring or the despising of this factor. can only play 
directly into the busy hands of the enemies of Zionism in this 
country. For it hides away the argument, for Zionism, that 
weighs most of all with the religious communities to whom 
our cause is but the fulfilment of Biblical prophecy, and Pales- 
tine the Land of Promise. Remembering this salient trutb, 
it is a thousand pities that the Mizrachi has not, in the past, 
been allowed to exercise greater influence in the shaping of 
Zionist policy and especially in the conducting of. Zionist 
propaganda ‘in the English-speaking Bible-reading lands. Never 
was it more vital than now that this should be cofrected, and 
the case for a Jewish Palestine presented in the-full and real 
grandeur of its moral and religious strength. :

JEWS’ COLLEGE COUNCIL 


“ Unfriendly ” Letter From United 
Synagogue 


Other than Mr. Saemy Japhet, who was in the 
chair, and the Secretary, Mr. M. Stephany, there 
were present at Monday's mecting of the Council 
of Jews’ College, heid at Woburn House, only four 
members, Almost the whole time was taken up by 
consideration of a letter sent to the Council by 
the United Synagogue, commenting on a statement 
made at the last meeting of the College Council 
and reported in THe Jewtsn Curonicie of February 
25, concerning co-operation between the two bodies 
in the matter of ministerial appointments and com- 
menting on a rumour quoted at the same mecting to 
the effect that the United Synagogue was contem- 
plating a reshuffle of ministerial posts, which was 
causing some concern to the students, 

Mr. Japhet said that he was deeply hurt by-the 
letter not only because of its contents but because 
of the most unfriendly manner in which it had 
been written.. He was a man of 86 years, and for 
44 of them had given of his best to the College 
all the time carefully fostering the most cordial an 
brotherly relations between the College and the 
United Synagogue, For the United Synagogue to 
write to them in such terms was, to him, a slap 
the lace. 

A lively discussion followed, which was finally 
summed up by Mr. Jacques Cohen, To him, 
said, the issue was simple: The statement made by 
Dr. Marmorsteim about co-operation with the United 
Synagogue in the matter of ministerial appointments 
in past years, properly. reported in THe Jewitsn 
CHRONICLE, was admitted. It was also. true 
that something had been said about a rumour of 
a ministerial reshuffle. The UnitedSynagogue had, 
quite legitimately, desired to make a correction. But 
there was a great difference in a dignified correction 
and an undeserved rebuke, While fully accepting 
ihe assurances given by the U.S., they all deplored 
the tone of the letter, and he personally did not like 
the possible implication that the, statements of mem- 
bers of Jews’ College Council should be in any way 
guarded or controlled. 

Finally it was decided to write to the United 
Synagogue noting with pleasure that assurance was 
given that co-operation in making new appointments 
would continue between the two bodiés and accep- 
ting the denial that there was to be any reshuffle of 
ministers,

GUARDIANS’ £10,000 APPEAL 


When he moved the adoption of the report at the

The suggestion that the building of a Jewish 
Secondary School be accepted as the foremost need 
for post-war reconstruction in Jewish education has 
aroused a great deal of interest among the members 
of the Leeds Jewish Education Board.

COMMUNITY LIBEL 
From SERGEANT BARNETT SAMUEL 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisn CHRONICLE 


Sixr,—In connection with the discussions bearing 
upon the possibilities of extending the Law of Libe! 
‘in this country, it is with great interest that I note 
in the current issue of the Sotictrors’ Journar the 
following extract from the Massacnusetrs Law 
QuarTeRLY for December, 1943: 

“ Massachusetts has now become onc of the few states 
which have enacted statutes penalising the libel of groups 
of persons. ft is important that the nature of this law should 
be clearly undersood. lt provides that * whoever publishes 
any false written or printed.matecrial with intent to maliciously 
promote hatred of any group of persons in the Common- 
wealth becaus © face, colour, or religion shall be guilty 
of hide Ihe preseribed penaltics are a maximum fine of 
$1,000 or imprisonmem of not more than a year, or both. 
Ihe drastic nature of this act is relieved by two additional 
provisions. A defendam may offer in defence that no malice 
was invol That. of course, is usual in libel laws. What 
is most. unusval is that only the attorney general or a district 
attorney can institute prosccutions. This is a necessary safe- 
guard. Such a law without a similar provision might casily 
lead to unfortunate condiions.”’ 

As the editor of the Soxicirors’ Journac rightly 
points out, it ts “ significant that Massachusetts, one 
of the New England states colonised by some of 
the earliest refugees from tyranny in Western 
Europe, should be wn the vahguard of the struggle 
to find the right answer to this terrible weapon of 
tyranny.” Recent history has proved that, if we 
are to avon the grave social and political conse- 
quences of group libel, the problem can only be 
tackled on such definitive lines, and the passing of 
this law may well stimulate the efforts of Icgislators 
in other democratic countries.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Spirit of Elijah 


HE Haftara of Shabbat Hagadol is the last chapter 
of the last of the Prophets, Malachi. With him 
the last authentic voice of the prophet in Isracl 1s 

stilled for ever. One feels that the prophet is almost 
aware that his voice is the “swan song “ of that 
glorious epoch, for his epilogue is a summary o 
the whole of the teachings of the geen They 
came “not to destroy but to fulfil,” nether to 
diminish from, nor to add to, the words of the 
Father of the Prophets, but to interpret his message. 
“ Remember ye the law of Moses*my Servant "— 
we — of prophecy is neither more nor less 
than this. 


But before the word of God through his servants" 


can become a reality, the prophet foresees much 
trouble and tribulation, the threat of the world 
smitten with “ utter destruction,” woe and desola- 
tion and internecine strife. The heafts of the fathers 
will be turned from the children, and the children 
will not undtrstand the ways of their fathers. 
Reconciliation will be an essential prerequisite of the 
new World Order, the Order of the Kingdom of 
God upon Earth, and the prophet declares the 
advent of the Great Reconciler as the Herald of the 
Messianic Age, “ Behold I send you Elijah the 
Prophet, before the coming of the great and awe- 
inspiring Day of the Lord. And he shall turn the 
hearts of the fathers to the children.-and the bearts 
of the children to their fathers.” 

Elijah the Prophet in the réle ot Reconciler! Has 
the prophet taken keave of his senses? The associa- 
tion is so ludicrous as to give rise to this impious 
thought. Elijah and Peace? Elijah and Reconcilia- 
tion? Surely they represent two utterly opposing 
ideals? Aaron the beloved Peacemaker, yes, Joshua 
with his sweetreasonableness, Hosea with his over- 
whelms 
could understand, but Elijah? 


We he comes in the Spirit of Peace and 
reconciliation hastily gathers up its skirts and 
incontinently departs He surely has no time for 
peace or compromise. Elijah is the prophet of zeal 
and fire, the uncompromising dichard, the vehement 
assailant of all those who trim then sails to the 
wind of circumstance, who would sacrifice their 
principles upon the altar of goodwill and peace. It 
is Not upon the renegades and the Baal-worshippers 
that he pours down the vials of his fierce wrath, 
but just wpon the hesitant and the compromisers: 
“ How long halt ye between two opinions? Hi the 
Lord be God, follow him, and if Baal be God follow 
him“: he is the outstanding cxample of uncom- 
promising, unbending, unswerving principle. 

To such an extent is this spirit regarded as 
characteristic of Elijah that Phineas the Priest, who 
showed the same passionate, uncompromising zeal, 
is regarded merely as a previous incarnation of him, 
“ Phineas was Elijah.” And yet, as a direct con- 
sequence of Ais act, Phineas ts given the covenant 
of Peace, “In that he was very zealous for my sake 

. behold I give him my Covenant of Peace,” and 
Elijah is made the herald Of the cra of Peace and 
Reconciliation 

No! It is not the Bible that errs, but we! We 
make the mistake of regarding depariure from 
principle as the sole sure basis of compromise and 

ce, a whittling away of these principles im the 
lessed names of “ expediency” and ™ realism "’: 
it is the Bible, it is Malachi, who realises that the 
sole sure foundation upon which @ true and lastin 

ace, and a solid reconciliation, can be establish 
is on the rigid unswerving adherence to principle. 
We sacrifice principles for the sake of peace, only 
to find to our dismay and bewilderment that peace 
itself has thus been sacrificed: we pour down our 
scorn and contumely upon the dichard Elijahs, and 
to our astonishment find that only by their method 
can real peace be achieved. 


IS not that the whole sad sorry story of the years 
of peace which were no peace? “ Appeasc- 
ment" was triumphant, and “ appeasement " was 
interpreted as the condonation evil, the sacrifice 
of principles for expediency, for the sake of peace 

. and it led us inevitably to war! And the onc 
man who stood four-square to its poisonous winds, 
who when banished to the wilderness as a result, 
still cried out from there his Elijah message, had 
to be brought back to save the country and the 
world from the disastrous results of the previous 
mistaken policy, and through “ blood and sweat, 
tears and toil,” — it to the lasting peace of the 
“ Great Day of the Lord.” 

Is it not the whole sorry story of the progress of 
Zionist negotiations in the 22 years from the Balfour 
Declaration to the White Paper? The forgoing 
of principles by our own leaders as well as by the 
Government for the sake of peace. Peace, peace, 
they cried, and there was no peace, but each succes- 
sive departure from sacred enunciated principles 
only brings catastrophe nearer 

And is it not the one lesson that we have to learn 
diligently before the Festival of Freedom? That 
true freedom and true peace can come only from 
our Elijahs? That the doctrine of “ unconditional 
surrender " is as basic to peace as “ unconditional 
departure from Egypt” was the basis of Moses’ 
ultimatum to Pharaoh, as “unconditional allegiance 
to God " was the sole principle which Elijah’ would 
recognise? 

The lesson has still to be learned. Already one 
hears the whispers of the timorous, the appeasers, 
the “ peace-at-any-pricers " who deplore the un- 
compromising attitude because it will lengthen the 
war. Already our Elijahs who were received with 
such acclamation when we stood on the very brink 
of the precipice of catastrophe are criticised for 
their rigid adherence to principle. The voice of 
compromise begins to be heard in the land, and that 
voice must be drowned by that of the prophet who 
declares: Only the Spirit of Elijah can bring us 
Peace, only unon the of Principle can recon- 
ciliation be effected The alternative is too awful 
to contemplate, but it is. clearly stated, “* Lest [ come 
and smite the with a curse, with. utter 
destruction.”

JEWISH SECONDARY 
SCHOOLS 


Plans for New School in N.W. 
London 


Plans are on foot for the opening of a new Jewish 
school in the N.W. district of London, it was 
announced last week at a Governors’ meeting of the 
Jewish Secondary School (Shefford), over which the 
Principal and Chairman, Rabbi Dr Splomon 
Schonfeld, presided, at 86, Amhurst Park, N.16._ 

The financial statement presented by the Joint 
Treasurer, Mr. Julius Neumann, showed that sub- 
scriptions amounted to £1,109 and that there was 
a deficit of £357 for 1943. The annual budget for 
the school was over £7,000. 

Dr. Schonfeld pointed out that the school as such 
did not receive a grant from the Joint Emergency 
Committee, apart from special payments for specific 
undertakings carried out at the Committee's request 
by the school staff. it was appreciated, he said, 
that the Joint Emergency Committee’s funds had 
been collected in the first place for elementary 
Jewish education, but they felt that if a central 
education fund was to function, the school was 
entitled to be considered. At the present moment 
the J.E.C. was very short of funds and they could 
not expect them at this stage to do anything about 
it, but when the new appeal was launched for general 
éducational purposes, they would have to see that 
their. rights were safeguarded, The schoo! reccived 
over one-third of its income from the Government ; 
about 20 per cent from fees; and the rest from 
voluntary contributions. 

Dr. Judith Grunfeld, Deputy Principal and Head- 
mistress, said this was the fifth year of the school’s 
transference to Shefford, to which they went a few 
days before the war began, under the Government 
scheme. The number of pupils, which had remained 
steady for the last three years, was to-day 100, of 
whom 65 were refugee children. Of those who had 
entered for the London matriculation examination, 
90 per cent had passed. There were seven classes. 

. Novel Features 


As a result of the school’s evening and week-end 
activities, it had become transformed into a kind 
of boarding-school. Among its novel features, Dr. 
Grunfeld mentioned the opportunities afforded for 
domestic training for both boys and girls. She 
described in-detai!l also the thorough Hebrew and 
religious education provided, and spoke further of 
the club attached to the school, the welfare depart- 
‘ment, and the canteen 

Dr. Grunfeld said they had a long waiting-list, 
but owing to the difficulty of securing accommoda- 
tion they were unable to admit them. She also 
expressed the Governors’ appreciation of the kind- 
ness and help which they had received from their 
non-Jewish friends in Shefford, 

In connection with reconstruction plans, Dr. 
Schonfeld said they had decided to establish their 
London school in the North-West area and had 
tentatively paid a deposit on two freehold houses, 
Nos. 1 and 3, The Drive, Golders Green, the pur- 
chase price of which was £6,250. They hoped to 
open this school in September, at the same time 
maintaining their school in Shelford. It was also 
proposed that one of these houses should be a 
boarding-school. In addition, the plan was to have 
preparatory classes at No. 10, Shirehall Lane, Brent. 

In order to purchase the two houses in Golders 
Green they would need £2,000 in cash and to acquire 
their rights in the Shirehall Lane premises, they 
would need another £750. Altogether they needed 
£5,000 in cash for the purposes of this reconstruction. 
‘Dr. Schonfeld suggested that the new school should 
be named the “ Hashmoncan Schooi.” 

On the motion of M1. Julius Neumann, the meet- 
ing approved the plan and decided to issuc an appeal 
for £10,000 to provide funds far purchasing and 
equipping the premises and: to carry on until the 
became self-supporting. 

Dr. Schonfeld stated that six people had each 
promised to contribute £250 towards the cost of 
equipping the classrooms. 

Dayan Dr. Grunfeld expressed their great appre- 
ciation of the help which they had received from 
THe Jewish CuHeonicte in connection with this 
secondary school movement. 

Mrs. B. Homa announced that the famous pianist 
Moiseiwitch would play at a concert to be held at 
the Cambridge Theatre on Sunday, August 13, in 
aid of the funds of the Jewish Secondary School 
movement.

BACHAD & B’NEI AKIVA HARVEST CAMPS 


With the approach of the summer months, Bachad and 
R'oci Akiva are once again organising Harvesting Camps 
for Jewish boys and girls and young men and women. Last 
year, over 1,200 young people passed through our camps, 
which were held near the Bachad Kibbutzim. They ranecd 
from boys and girts of 11 to adult stadents and workers 
drawn from afl parts of the country. They worked from 
mid-July until mid-Septembcr, during which time they made 
no mean contribution to the war cffort. This year the need 
for volunteers for the land is even greater than before. The 
Minister of Agriculture has on several Occasions im recent 
weeks made appeals for volunteers for the harvest, and it 
is hoped that the response will be as enthusiastic as it has 
always been. Camps this year will again be held near the

MACCABI UNION HOLDS

PUDDINGS AND SWEETS 
Matzo Fritters (Beolas) 


Beat 4 reconstituted eggs very lightly. add 2 iable- 
spoonfuls fine meal and beat again. Fry in spoon- 
fuls in boiling fat, turning when lightly browned on 
one side. Drain, put into a dish, sprinkle with 
cinnamon, pour over clarified sugar and serve cold. 

For the suger.—Boil to a syrup 3 table- 
spoonfuls sugar with a teacup of water. 


. Potato Fritters 


Bou. 3 large potatoes and mash thoroughly. Add 
4 well heated reconstituted eggs and beat tll very 
light. Fry and finish as in previous recipe 


Matzo Pudding 


Soak 3 matzot till soft, then drain thordughly and 
beat up with a fork ; add 2 tabliespoonfuls fine meal, 
2 tablespoonfuls sugar, 6 oz. dried fruit, 14 oz. 
shredded suet or melted cooking fat, 2 reconstituted 
eggs, and mixed spice and cinnamon saeente. Mix 
thoroughly, turn into a greased oven dish, and bake 
in a moderate oven for about | hour. 

N.B.—If preferred, turn the mixture into a greased 
—_ cover with a greased paper and steam for 2 

ours. 


Potato Pastry for Sweet and Savoury Tarts 


Rup 2 oz. fat into 4 oz. fine meal, add a pinch 
of sak. 4 oz.. well mashed potato, and a reconsti- 
iuied egg, mit to a paste, adding very little cold 
water if necessary. . Roll out on a board dusted with 
meal. 

This paste can be used for small tartlets or for a 
flan case, but should be baked blind, and the fillings 
added after it is cooked. If for a flan case shape 
well into a flan ring or deep sandwich tin, of if for 
tartlets cut into rounds. Bake in a hot oven for 
about 10 minutes 

For savoury fillings.— Mixed cooked vegetables in 
well flavoured sauce can be used, or flaked fish in 
sauce, or finely diced cooked meat mixed with diced 
cooked root vegetables and moistened with thick 
gravy. 

For sweet fillings.—Use tinned fruit or stewed 
rhubarb. Strain fruit, arrange in pastry, and boi! 
juice rapidly tll quite thick. Leave till cold, then 
spoen over trutt carefully. 

Carrots and sultamas make another good sweet 
filling. Grate carrot finely and mix with an equal 
quantity of chopped sultanas. Add a little water, 
sugar to taste, and a pinch of ginger and cook till 
carrots are tender. When cold use as required 

Rhubarb Jelly 

Cur up rhooarb, put in a saucepan with sufficient 
water to cover and sweeten to taste. Stew tll 
tender then rub through a sieve. Allow | tablespoon- 
ful arrowroot to | pin purée. Mix arrowroot 
smoothly with a tablespoonful of waiter, add to 
rhubarb, stir tll boiling and simmer tor a few 
minutes. 

Turn into a dish and serve cold.

A Model 
Nationhood | 


Example the World 
Might Profit By 


N the troubied world political situation which 
the war has so tragically and so perplexingly 
intensified, the Jewish claim to nationhood and 

the establishment of the Jewish National Home 
in Palestine stilf seem to fail ‘to rouse the sym- 
pathetic support thal, to the Jew. ar so right 
and just. et “ putting Palestine acxoss should, 
on the face of it, be a very casy mattér, bearing in 
mind the almost magical quality of what has been 
accomplished in that wonderful tand during the 
varter of a century since the issuing of the Balfour 

Unfortunately, the mere telling of facts by no 
means ensures their being accepted or assimilated 
by those who have no desire to believe them. Very 
few people in this country believed in the Red Army, 
despmge a great deal of pictorial and literary evidence 
of its efiiciency before this war, How then may 
the Jewish people convince the world of Palestinc’s 
reality to the Jewish people, and of the desirability 
of. providing there for the Jewish national renais- 
sance which must ultimately contribute to the good 
of the whole of the civilised world? 

fhe women of the Yishuv have already partly 
answered this question and given practical proof 
that the Jewish nucleus they have established 
there is not just another national group with a string 
of purely national problems and claims. They 
have, on the contrary, shown the world that, with 
the impetus of the age-old inspiration of the Jewish 
homeland. Jewish women of Europe and America 
can bring to bear upon the whole process of estab- 
lishing a national group there the most advanced 
scientific planning and their own considerable know- 
ledge of the most modern methods of home-making

Milk For Americans 


4 new proof of this has just come to hand. The 
Wizo Traiming Farm at Ayanoth has been sclected 
by the American authorities to supply the milk 
for a great American military hospital in the Middle 
East. Now the American authorities are extremely 
particular as regards milk, so that when such care- 
ful administrators choose a farm for the milk supply 
for their sick and wounded men, i is proof positive 
that’in their opinion the farm is conducted on ideal 
lines, the stock very healthy and well cared for, and 
the quality of the milk beyond all criticism. All 
these conditions obtain at Ayanoth, where first the 
Veterinary Officer and Food tnspector of the 
American Forces in Palestine made tests and paid 
vistis of inspectron ranging over several weeks 

That is just one example of how the new 
national group in Palestine is being established on 
such an improved scale that it ers @ practical 
lesson to others. in-great, powerful, rich England, 
there are unfortunately many farms producing milk 
to-day in such conditions that most medica! authori- 


- ties find it necessary to advocate the boiling of the 


milk before it is used. Yet the health-giving pro- 
Perties of raw milk produced under hygicnic con- 
ditions are beyoud dispute, and children as well as 
adults could not fail to benefit to an enormous 
extent if it were more gencrally available. 

Another important achievement ef the Jewish 
women of Palestine has been thei tackling of the 
food adaptation problem. They had to deal with 
immigrants many of whom came from cold 
countries, and whose food customs if persisted in, 
in the warmer climate of Palestine could only have 
led to a great deterioration of health. So, long 
before we.n this country ever heard of a Ministry 
of Food, or knew the familiar advisory advertise- 
ments in the papers, and the leaflets obtainable at 
Food Offices, the women of Palestine had organised 
an even more comprehensive system for teaching 
the immigrant women the best means of preparing 
food in the new conditions. 

Nor had-the “ dig for victory ” campaign wo 
thing to teach the Jewish women of Palestine. Early 
on, their central organisation appointed gardening 
instructresses, who travelled about the -country, 
giving practical advice and demonstrations on the 


cultivation of gardens, not with the advantage of 


prepared soils, but on patches of rock and sand, 
to which good earth to be carted from a 
distance. 

The instances can be multiplied, but sufficient has 
perhaps been said to point the way in which the 
message can be reinforced of the blessings that a 
Jewish Palestine can ensure, by example, for a world 
in such need of the knowledge of the happy end 
healthy way of life.

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APPROACH TO ENEMY 
CHRISTIANS 


Dr. Charles E. Raven, Master of Christ's College, 
Cambridge, speaking on “ The Christian Churches 
and the making Peace,” at a National Peace 
Council juncheon-hour meeting recently at the 
Kin meg | Hall, Holborn, referred to his visit in 
1927 to Palestine where, he said, be found a much 
stronger case to be put for the Arabs than was 
being made by the press here—wWhere there were 
all the makings of civil war. It seemed to him then, 
as it did now, that if they had been able to mobilise 
an even quite smaji group of men and women with 
no axe to grini, with nothing to contribute except 

will and friendliness and the desire to mediate 
tween all dificring views, who would have gone 
and formed a centre of Christian reconciliation, an 
enormous amount of good, he believed, might have 
been done. 

He hoped that something on a big scale to bring 
together Christians of all the peoples separated by 
war would be discussed and promoted by the 
Christian Churches, not only denominationally, but 
through this membership in the world-wide society 
of the Christian community.
